REMARKS 



Claims 1-18 have been examined. Applicant hereby cancels claims 1-18 without 
prejudice to further prosecution in related applications and adds new claims 19 and 20. 

The Examiner has objected to portions of the specification. Applicant hereby amends 
the specification to address the Examiner's objections. With regard to the "appendix", 
Applicant deletes all references to the appendix so that the equation sets are incorporated into 
the body of the specification. 

The Examiner notes that the prior art references listed in the specification are not in the 
format of a proper Information Disclosure Statement. Applicant replies that the listed 
references are included merely for background. References that might be deemed material to 
the patentability of the claims presented have been previously submitted in a proper Information 
Disclosure Statement. 

New claims 19 and 20 correspond generally to canceled claim 3. Applicant notes that 
claim 3 was not included in the Examiner's rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 102(b) or 103(a). 
However, all claims were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101. Applicant has drafted new claims 19 
and 20 with particular attention to the requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 101 as interpreted by recent 
case law. 
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In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully requests favorable consideration of 
newly presented claims 19 and 20.
